THE NATIONAL ELECTION 


NO DETERMINATION OF TH 
PRESIDENTIAL FIGHT. 
NEWYORK VERY CLOSE—INDIANA AND 

NEW-JERSEY FOR CLEVELAND—THE 
CONGRESS REMAINS DEMOCRATIC. 
The returns of the national election are 
still far from complete, but the latest reports 
justify the hope that Cleveland and Thur- 
man have received the Electoral votes of a 
sufficient number of States to continue for 
four years more the control of the Demo- 
cratic Party in the Administration. In- 





diana, New-Jersey, and Connecticut have 
given Democratic majorities. 

The city of New-York has given Cleve- 
land a majority much larger than that of 
1884. The earlier reports from the interior 
of the State, showing great Republican 
gains, have been steadily reduced by the 
later returns,and although the Kings County 
majority is smaller than it was expected to 
be the indications are that ‘the corrected re- 
turns from the interior may yet give the 
State to Cleveland. 

The returns from the West are still 
meagre and inconclusive, but Indiana has 
again fallen into line as a Democratic State, 
giving Cleveland a majority larger than 
that of 1884 and electing eight and per- 
haps nine Democratic Representatives, and 
Colorado, that had been classed as surely 
Republican, is reported as in doubt. Michi- 
gan may be also considered as doubtful, 
with the chances favoring a Democratic 
victory for the Electoral ticket. 

The reports from the Congressional Dis- 
tricts indicate that the Democrats will have 
&@ majority in the Fifty-tirst Congress some- 
what larger than thatin the Fiftieth. In 
Virginia the Demovrats appear to have been 
successful in 9 out of the 10 districts, 
and the State has increased the Democratic 
majority of 1554.

Means Committee has been retained except 


Representative Roger Q. 


re-elected in Texas, and 


Mr. Scott, who was not renominated. 

The result in the city for local officers 
includes the election of Hugh J. Grant for 
Mayor, and the success of the other Tam- 
many candidates, viz.: James A. Flack, 
Sheriff; Edward F. Reilly, County Clerk; 
George H. Forster, President of the Board 
of Aldermen, and Ferdinand Levy, Louis 
W. Schultze, and Daniel Hanly, for Coro- 
ners. The entire delegation to Congress 
from this city is Democratic. 

The latest returns give Gov. Hill a plu- 
rality of about 5,000.

THE ELECTORAL OOLLEGH.

Each State 
chooses as many Electors as it has Senators 
and Representatives in the Congress, so 
that its membership in the Electoral Col- 
lege exceeds by two the number of its Rep- 
resentatives in the House. The following 
table shows for whom the Electoral vote of 
each State will be cast, together with the 
plurality for Cleveland and Harrison, re- 
spectively, in each State:

THE RETURNS §S0 SCATTERING 

THE RESULT IS IN DOUBT. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 6.—The polls 
opened herein a pouring rain which lasted till 
8 o’clock, but the clouds hung heavy and 
threatening all day. There were many voterg 
at the polling places before 6 o’clock and there 
was a struggle to see who should get in the first 
vote. Theelection machinery worked smooth- 
ly, the only interruptions being due to chal- 
lenges, of which there wers scores on both 
sides. It was apparent that the Republicans 
were better organized for election work than 
the Democrats, and is the Eleventh Ward par- 
ticularly a number of Democratic voters 
were denied the privilege of casting 
their ballota simply because there were 


no Democratic freeholders to swear them 
over the Republican challenges. It was plain 
that most of these challenges were purely ob- 
structive and designed to frighten voters away 
from the polls. There was considerable trouble 
over the United States Deputy Mar-hals, some 
of whom did not seém to fully understand their 
duties and rights. One Deputy, while arresting 
an illegal voter, was interfered with by Mr. 
Harry New, son ef John C. New. Mr. New was 
Promptly arrested and taken before a United 
Rtates Commissioner, where his angry father 
appeared and became his bondsman, threaten- 
ing at the same time to bring suit against Mar- 
Shal Hawkins. Mr. Hawkins is a man who 
doesn’t scare, and he merely said, “On, I 
wouldn’t do that.” Two inetticient Deputies 
were relieved from further service at the pulls 
and several were threatened with prosecution. 

There was alarge number of arrests for at- 
tempted illegal voting and a good deal of bitter- 
ness Was displayed by Republicans toward the 
Deputies. At several puliing places there were 
fights, but no very serious disturbances. The 
early vote was very large, fully 75 per cent. 
being polled by neon. At noon Gen. Harrison 
appeared atthe polling place in the Second 
Precinct of the Second Ward, accompanied by 
his son Russell, and cast a vote which he took 
frow his pocket. A Western Union anda Postai 
Telegraph wire, with an operator for each, was 
placed in his house, and this evening he received 
the returns there with a few friends. A pony 
express with six ponies Was also running be- 
tween the Western Union office and his resi- 
dence. 

Up to the present time (10:45) returns from 
four precincts only have been received. They 
show anet Democratic gainof 23. The State 
Committee is confident the Democrats have car- 
ried the State. Estimates from Chairmen of five 
counties give a Democratic gain of 725. 

The first bulletins reached this city about 
7 o'clock, and were at onve posted at ascore of 
points on boards and canvas screens. In an 
hour every board was surrounded by crowds,

end the _ streets became impassable. 
Around the uewspaper oilices and State 
Headquarters the throngs were the 
largest and mest enthusiastic. ‘The first 


returns showed RKepubliean gains, but to those 
familiar with the earlier bulletins of four years 
ago this was understood. In a few winutes the 
complexion changed and Demovcratic gains 
began to appear. At9:30 a dispatch was re- 
ceived by Gov. Gray from Senater Gorman say- 
ing that below the river Cleveland would have 
76,000, which the Republicans could jnot over- 
come and that New-Jersey and Connectieut 
were safe. The dispatch soon became public 
and created the wildest enthusiasm. 

The returns from Indiana are coming much 
more slowly than was expected, and at this 
hour (11:30) it is impossible to calculate on 
the result. The first 20 precinet returns ob- 
tained by the Western Union show a net Repub- 
liean gain of 127, but these figures are not 
in anywise authentic. The Democratic 
State Committee has received official 
returns from 10 precincts, which show 
a net Democratic gain of 46. Secretary Sheer- 
in of the National Committee says: “ We have 
carried the State.” The Republicans are aiso 
claiming the State, but have no figures to sub- 
stantiate their claim. Gen. tiarrison has ieft his 
house and is at the Journal oitice watching the 
returns.

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THE VOTING IN THE CITY 


CROWDS AT THE POLLS AND 
THH BALLOTS COAST KHARLY. 
TRADING AND TRICKERY RESORTED TO 
BY DIFFERENT CANDIDATES AND 

QUEER TICKETS CIRCULATED. 

Election day in this city proved warm 
aud pleasant as to weather. Crowds thronged 
tke streets, business was generally suspended, 
and the city had a holiday appearance, except 
immediately around the poiling places. There 
was nothing to prevent the polling of a large 
vote. Every condition was favorable, and the 
results showed it. The inspectors and poll 
clerks proved diligent in reeeiving the vote, 
and the fears entertained that the ballots could 
not be received in time proved unfounded. No 
ene who came to the polis prepared to vote 
and with the right to do eo had cause for failing 
to have his ballots in the boxes. 

In the congested up-town districts novel 
means were taken to call heavy-siceping voters 
to their daty. Buglers were sent through the 
streets to startle them, and messengers pulied 
door bells so vigorously that bell hangers will 
have reason te rejoice to-day. In the lower 
part of the city the voters sesméd to have becn 
up all nisnt. Lower Broadway and Park-row 
were crowded at 5 o’olockin the morning with 
mon hurrying about. The result of all this was 


that nearly every polling place in the city was 
besieged by voters before 6 o’elook. At seme 
—— they were made to wait for hours after 
he hour appointed for the opening of the poils 
because some inspectors or poll clerks, who had 
staid up ali night, for fear of oversleeping 
themselves, had indulged teo much in liquor. 
But these cases were few. At most of the down- 
towm polls one-third of the voters had cast their 
ballots before 9 o’elock. 

A remarkable _—— of the determination of 
the great mass of voters to deposit their ballots 
was given by the aqacereare of many invalids 
at the polis. They hobbled along on crutehes 
or were conveyed in carriages. In one sp-tewn 
district three were dragged to the boxes in in- 
valid chairs. A still more noteworthy feature 
of the day was the small amount of labor the 
perty workers had to do at the polis as com- 
pared with previous years. It is a fair estimate 
that two-fifths of the voters went to the polis 
with their tickets prepared, gave no heed to the 
workers, and deposited their ‘pallots without 
stopping to discuss their preferences. But 
there were more workers at the polis than ever 
before. And these men were provided 
with every kind of baliot that could ae me & be 
expected to be called -for by the crankiest kind 
ofa voter. All sorts of peculiar combinations 
of candidates were made. If a man wanted to 
vote for Grant for Mayor, Murphy for Sheriff, 
and N t for Coroner he had no difficulty to 
find a ballot bearing those names. Abram 8, 
Hewitt’s hame! could be found at the head of 
avery Kind of ballot. Ooogan’s supporters rang 
the changes on candidates in a way to suit any- 
body who wanted to vote for him and any other 
candidates, 

Trading, diekering, split tickets, and all man- 
ner of queer combinations abounded all over 
the city. Blectoral tickets with two labor men 
at the head and with the names of 34 Repuab- 
lican Electors underneath went out with every 
buuch of Coogan ballots. City and county 
tickets from the same sourte had on them the 
names of Murphy for Sheriff, Daly for 
County Clerk, Sanger for President of 
the Board of Aldermen, and Dowras, Nu- 
cent, and Gottheil for Coroners.,, Occasion- 
ally this ticket would be waried by having some 
Repubtican names en it, The Repubiicans on 
the east side, especially in the Eighth Assembly 
District, substituted in many instances Grant 
for Mayor in place of Erhardt. Congressional 
and other contests served as a pretext for sell- 
ing out the Democratic natto Eames. Dis- 
honesty also was shown in the ding of the 
ballots. Reporters of THe Timms discovered 
many cases where smaller bellots had been 
folded inside of larger ones, and evidently with 
design, a0 carefully was the work done. 

In nearly every portion of the city the fac- 
tional fights served as a pretext for “knifing”’ 
and trading. It got to bea fight by many of the 
candidates, each for himself, and éach willing 
to seil out all his associates. Cleveland and 
Hewitt were the ones who mainly suffered by 
this kind of tactics and Erharat also came infor 
= 3 share as far as surface indications went to 
show, 

In the First Assembly District there was lit- 
tle excitement during the day. The vote was 
nearly all polled before noon, and then people 
began to discuss ‘‘deais.” Tammany men de- 
nounced the County Democracy for “knifing” 
the national ticket, and were espeolally bitter 
aguinst Col, Miehael CO. Murphy, the candidate 
for Sheriff, an@ John Cavanagh, the candi- 
date of the same faoctioa for Congressman 
from the Sixth District They were ac- 
cused of the blackest possible treachery. The 
only tangible basia to be found for this was in. 
the fact that Col. Murphy’s name was on all 
sorta of tickets, and that most of the Republic- 
ans were voting for Cayanagh under the im- 
pulse of a suggestion from Chairman Quay, 
who had induced their own candid lex- 
ander MoKeever, to withdraw. Yet in the 
lower part of the district many ee 
voted for Frank T. Fitzgerald, the Tammany 
nominee for Oongress. On the Mayoralty 
ticket it seemed that Grant had a great advan- 
tage over Oleveland. 

There was as little trouble in the Second 
Assembly District as elsewhere yesterday. The 
usual number of petty squabbles eccurred, but 
nebody was much hurt while the voting was 
In progress, The County Democracy, under +. 
leadership of Thomas P. Walsh, Timothy D. 
Sullivan, Jeremiah Oronin, and Martin Keese 
worked enthusiastically. They promised that 
tho result of their work would be & surprise to 
the people who thought Tammany owned the 
district. The usual qneer ballots were tobe 
found all over, but there was less talk about 
dealing and treachery than in the First District. 
Abram 8. Hewitt seemed to run well. 

The Third Assembly District distinguished it- 
self yesterday by ane very nearly all the 
heavy voting over by 11 o’clock, but previous 
to that time there was little time for the poil 
clerks and election inspectors to de mush elss 
than attend to strict business. Coogan was 
polling less than the Labor Alderman and Mr. 
Hewitt, it was said, was being voted by Repub- 
licans in exchange for Presidential votes. This, 
however, could not be substantiated. Mayor 
Hewitt presented himseif at the Twenty-fifth 
Election District of this Assembly district at 
noon. He yoted the straight County Democ- 
racy ticket. 

In the Highth Conguemtoust District, whitch is 
composed of the Fourth, Sixth, and Eighth 
Assembly Districts, the Democratic national 
ticket Was out early and often by both the 
Tammany and County men, especially the 
tormer. The fight was between “Tim” Camp- 
bell and ex-Justice John Henry McOarthy. A 
bitter feeling exists betweén the two men, as 
McCarthy once defeated Campbell for Civil 
Justice in the Fifth District, and in return Camp- 
bell’s lieutenant, Henry Goldtogie, administered 
@ thrashing to McCarthy last year. McCarthy, 
at the urgent request of such shining lights in 
the political world as ex-Alderman ‘*Tommy” 
Sheils of the Fourth District, and “ Pat” 
Farley of the Sixth, mombers of the famous 
board of 1884, was induced to run against 
Campbell. He was also promised the support 
of Commissioner ef Jurors ‘*Charlie” illy 
and “Barney” Rourke, John J. O’Brien’s lieu- 
tenant in the Highth Assembly District. All of 
these men pr 74 their promise, and early in the 
day it was evident that MeCarthy would win. 

His ‘** workers” handled plenty of cash, 
and when cutting the national ticket did 
not have the desired effect they purchased 
votes. This was done as soon as the pells 
were opened. Later in the day Campbell's 
men received instructions toe take advan- 
tage of every opportunity to get vetes for 
“Tim.” And they did. The result was 
that the Cleveland Electoral ticket was 
handled roughly by both sides. In “ Johnny” 
O’ Brien’s district the Republicams were in high 
glee, and they felt confident of getting a larger 
plurality for Harrison than was given there 
four years ago for Blaine. Before the polls 
closed bets were made that Harrison Would 
have 1,000 plurality in the district. Lhe Re- 
publican candidate for Congress, Schwartz, left 
the fleld early in the day disgusted at the treat- 
ment that he received. “ I have made a tour of 
the district,” he said, ‘‘ and, to my surprise, my 
captains are peddling Grant, McCarthy, and 
— tickets. It’s nothing shert of rob- 

ery.” 

At the polling place of the Seeond Election 
District of the Eighth Assembly persons who 
eee at the Republican box were refused 
tickets by the man in charge, but were wid to 
apply te one Thomas J. Hickey, who would-be 
sure to give them the straight thing, Hickey, 
who is one of O'Brisn’s heelers and keeps a 
liquor saioon at the cornerof Chrystie and Canal 
streets, gave out his tickets apparently with 
great reluctance, Upon examinatien the city 

aud county ticket in the bunch were found to 
contain straight Tammany names, including 
that of Grant for Mayor, instead of Erhardt 
When ¢ailed upon for on explanation Hickey 
behaved in a most insolent manney, and said to 
one of the gentlemen, evidentiy a Republican, 
who taxed him with treachery, that it was none 
of his business what he (Hickey) was doing and 
that he weuld find out the next morning all 
about it. At other polling placed in the Righth 





@Accembly Distriot it was also difficult to obtain 


straight Republican tickets. The first two 
names on the Labor ticket for Presidential 
Electors were in every case those of regular 
Laber Electors, but the other thirty-four were 
almost invariably those et Republican Electors. 
rhe Prohibition tickets were found in every in- 
stance tobe atraight, and when application was 
made for one a card was at the same time pre- 
sented, with a request for the name and address 
of the voter applying for the purpose, as one of 
the Prohibitienists put it, of knowing who were 
their frienda, 

Much of the interest in the Seventh Assembly 
District attacked to the contest for Congress, 
Taintor, the Republican candidate, was aided 
by Cooxan’s men. These latter aleo ackuvowl- 
edged discouragement enriy in tho day and be- 
gan trading Coogan tor Republican and Tam- 
meny votes in favor of tha Assembly candidates, 
This, however, was not I{kely to make any oP.

disturbanoe, but the workers and boodle men 
Were a3 industrious as bees in Stmmer, and 
men who were willing to sell their votes hung 
around the corners waiting for the highest bid. 
Many barrooms made no pretense of even clos- 
ing their front doors, and vote buyers pulled 
their customers in couples and files of four and 
five into the barrooms to convert them to their 

Olitical faith by the persuasive arguments of 

ree whisky and greenbacks, The Republican 
vote buyers were generally credited with having 
the largest amount ef ready cash, and, indeed, 
they loudly boasted ef winning for Harrison 
muny more votes than had been cast for Blaine 
in Democratic districts in 1884. The Deme- 
cratic workers, and cspecially those of Tam- 
many Halli, pelow Thirty-fourth-strest, were 
very sanguine, and felt sure that in spite of Ke- 
publican sary 4 Cleveland was getting larger 
majorities than he had done in 1884. However, 
pohce officers and other observers around the 
polls remarked thatit was very difficult to pre- 
dict how the vote was going, on accourt of the 
unusually large “vast-pocket” vote that had 
been cast. Men went early in the day to the 
polling places, with their ballots all made up, 

yoted, and wont away. 

In the Eighteenth Assembly District there is 
a eonsiderable number of surface railroad men, 

and it was said that they were abeut evenly di- 
vided between Cléveland and Hurrison. Several 
drivers said that Harrison votes predominated, 
but, on the other haud, Tammany workers who 
are personally acquainted with drivers in the 
district said that very many of those men who, 
at the Fourth-avenue railread station, said they 
would vote the Republican ticket out of fear 
carried in their pockets votes for Cieveland, 
which they deposited in tue polling places, 
Tammany workers in the Bighteenth complained 
against the County Democrats, whom they 
charged with selling out both Spinola and Cleve- 
land for votes for Hewitt. The Counties’ were 
charged with being willing to trade off almost 
any other candidates except Hill for Hewitt, 
and one bunoh of ballots obtained from a 
Coanty Democracy booth in Third-avenue, be- 
tween Thirty-third aud Thirty-fourth streets, 
contained the name of Rumsey for Judge of the 
Court of Appeals, in the place of Gray. This, 
it was said, was done to placate a Democratic 
workingman who was oppesed to Judge Gray. 
It was also said that Hewitt made considerable 
gains amenug the Republicans in the Eiehteenth, 
these voters believing that Erhardt had no 
chance, and decided to help out Hewitt against 
Grant, Buta number of Republicans were aiso 
said to have voted for Grant. 

Most of the votes in the Sixteenth Assembly 
District were coast by 2 o’clook. Democrats 
bed gn here over the progress of the na- 
tional ticket, which they claimed was running 
three and feur to oné against Harrisen. The 
great bulk of what was formeriy the United 
Labor vote it was said had come back to tie 
Democracy, and both Ooogan and the remainder 
ofthe United Labor ticket were said to be no- 
where. [t was remarked at several polling 
places that United Labor booth men were sell- 
ing out their candidates and runming out Demo- 
cratic or Republican ballots on the sly just as 
they received money from Republican and 
Democratio boodiers. In fact, not a few of 
these people were absent from their booths, and 
had to be lookea for when wanted. However, 
when not purchased they generally ran out the 
Republioan Presidential Electors headed by their 
own Electors at Large, and most of the County 
Democracy county officers headed by Coogan 
for Mayor. The name of Nugent for Coroner 
‘was also found on their county tickets. 

In the Fourteenth Assembly District the re- 
ports generally were that Cleveland was hold- 
ing his own, and in aeveral election districts he 
Was said te have made slight gains over his vote 
of 1884. The County Democrats here were said 
to be working harmoniously for the Democratic 
national ticket, while the United Labor men 
often ran out straight Republican Presidential 
tickets in return for the Republican indorse- 
ment of John MeMackin for Congress. The 
voting in this district was quiet. 

In the Twelfth Assembly District the County 
Democrats were {n their strength, andit was 
here that more charges of treachery to the na- 
tional ticket were made against them than even 
in the Sixteenth. One of the Steckiers declared 
that he had positive proof of the County men 
selling out Cleveland for Hewitt. Several other 
Tammany men in Fourth-street spoke of one 
County Democracy politician whe they said 
had his pockets full of money and was buying 
votes right and left, Just at that moment that 
——— appeared towing thres men, whom he 

ook into @ barroom. : 

The Tenth Assembly District, which is large- 
ly populatea by Germans and Hebrews, was 
pretty quiet during the day. A very large num- 
bor of the Germans here have always beén Re- 
publicans, and were generally supposed to have 
voted the Republican national ticket. [t was 
said by observers that there would be no ap 

reciable change in the vote hcre. Nota single 
Tnited Laber beeth ran out any Democratic 
Presidential Electors ticket headed by United 
Labor Electers at large. 

Above this group of districts on the east side 
nearly the same state of affairs prevailed. Now 
ami then, however, there was a novelty. Sey- 
eral booths in the vicinity of Second-avenue 
and Fortieth-street wore labeled ‘Protection 
Democratie, Independent Republican.” From 
these booths were distributed ballots for Presi- 
dential Electors, State, city, and county, similar 
to the County Democracy ballots, but the name 
of William J. Boyhan was on the ballot for the 
Tenth Congressional District. There were Tam- 
many men at all the east side booths who 
worked indoefatigably all day long for Grant. 
In their zeal for the eleetion of the Tammany 
candidate for the Mayoralty they seemed to 
have peuacws every other interest. 

n the Eleventh Assembly District the ballots 
wore for the most part straight, only a few ac- 
cusations of trading being made. 

The peculiar fight in the Thirteenth Assembiy 
District, where Frederick 8. Gibbs succecded in 
getting his cundidacy to the State Assembly ap- 
proved by the Republicans of his district 


‘through the intervention of the Republican Na- 


tional Committee, was in a turmoil allday. The 

ueer fight made electioneering interesting. 

ibbs was confronted by a divided Democracy, 
and supported by a thoroughly-diseontented f0)- 
lewiog, and up tothe tine the polla closed his 
election was exceedingly doubtful, This sort of 
thing made the Coogan Vote an element of some 
importance. The Republican machine arranged, 
with the Labor Party’s consent, that the latter 
should vote the Republican Presidential and 
Pounty ticket, so that practically the only per- 


| son on the Labor ticket of its nomination was 


Mr. eo It was estimated that the Coogan- 
ites wottld poll about 1,000 votes. Mr. Gibbs 
was driving about his district in a cab all day 
“whooping things up” for himself, and allow- 
ing the remainder of the ticket to take care of 
itself. At the time the poils olesed he olaimea 
his election by about 800 plurality. 


In the Thirteenth, Fifteeuth, and Seventeenth 
Districts the Labor national tickets run out of 
the bexes contained, invariably, the names of 
Hedpath and Wilder atthe head and the re- 
mainder the Republican Electors. In many 
cases the men in charge of the boxes had no 
regular Unitea Labor Electoral tickets, although 
in a few instances they would hunt them up on 
a voter's asking forthem. In one of thé river- 
front election aiatricts of the Thirteenth Assem- 
bly District the Labor tiekets were bunched with 
the names of Fred Gibbs for Assembly and 
Cowie for Alderman. In the Seventh Election 
Distriet of the Seventeenth Assembly District 
straight ery Electeral tickets were given 
out from the United Labor Party booths. In 
the Twenty-eignth Election District of the Fif- 
teenth Assembly District Deweerats were vot- 
ing for Harrison for votes for Hewitt. 

When Tammany eleotioneers in the Twenty- 
eighth Election District ef the Fifteenth Assem- 
bly District diseovered that the United Labor 
Party was voting the Republican State and na- 
tional tieket they made mattora decidedly lively, 
atid it looked for a time as if there would be a 
first-class row. In this district, as in many of 
the others, the United Labor Party men tried to 
keep their support of Harrison a secret. At the 
Twenty-fifth Election Distriet, in the Fifteenth, 
United Labor was running out three different 
sets of Electoral tickets—-Demooratic, Repub- 
lican, and straight United Labor... The du- 
plicity of the United Lator rig A received a 
stinging rebuke at the Fourteenth Election Dis- 
trict of the Fifteenth Assembly District in the 
erection ef a second booth, which tendered to 
voters straight Labor tickets only, save tn the 
matter of Governor, Miller reeeiving the sup- 
port for that office. 

The Nineteenth Assembly District was claimed 
@s the stronghold ior Grant and the Tammany 
Demoeracy. Grant lives in the district, at 303 
West Fifty-fourth-street, and voted in the 
Eighth Election District at about 10 o'clock. 
He was greeted with quite a demonstration at 
the polis and returned polite acknowledgment. 
The election in the entire district was deseribed 
by Capt. Cortright of the Thirty-second Pre- 
cinct as the quietest he had ever seen. Only 
one arrest for violation of the election lawé was 
made and that was made by a Deputy United 
States Marshal and was without juatification. 
Ne trouble was experienced in getting the vete 
polled. But the possibility that some might 
got left if they were not eariy at the polis 
prought large humbers of voters to thé polls as 
early as 65:45, and when the polls were 
opened there were long lines of voters reaay 
to deposit their ballots’ in nearly every 
election district. Great activity was displayed 
by the election officers and everything 
moved off like clockwork. At the Fourteenth 
Election District, where 711 voters were regis- 
tered, Officer Farrell of the Twenty-seeond Pro- 
cinct was in attandence with an alphabetical 
index of voters and assisted materially in ex- 

diting the reeeption of the tickets. At1:20 
oe M, 611 of the entire 711 votes had been cast 
and there was ho ene waiting to vote, 

Workers at tho polis reported bué little trad- 
ing. Most of the voters came with their ballots 
all ready prépared, and the ticket holders had 
but little to do. There were occasiona) in- 

uiries in the northern and eastern districts for 
Hewitt pastérs, while Grant ran strong in the 
southern portions. { 

In the T'wonty-first Assembly District there 
were accusations made by both Democrats and 
Republicans that “bunehed ” ballots were being 
distributed at the booths, In Forty-third-street, 
near Sixth-avenue, this charge wus freely made 
by the agent of the Demoeratio Business Men’s 
Conference Committee. He said that he heard 
of several adherents of Mr. Hewitt obtainin 
ballots from the County Democrats’ booth, an 
aaee given biinches with Grant for Mayor. 
The Prohibition Party in tae district waa polling 
& much 6 ler vote than oxpedted. Tho 
Coogan men were ineluding Republican Presi- 
dentin! Electors In their bunches, and were ac- 
onsed of openly trading, Their yote was much 
étunller, however, thah they had oounte(l upon, 
There was no reperted trouble at any of the 
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tricts, in the “brownstone” quarter, little 
scratching was dope, except by tha Repubiic- 
ans, who used the Hewitt pasters. Over on the 
east side of town Cleveland was traded by both 
sommanz Hall and the County Democracy, 
Thomas F. Gilroy had a set of ballots given ont 
from a County Democracy box in East Ono 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth-street containing the 
Republican Electoral ticket, and at the Tam- 
many box at Third-avenue and Nivety-sixth- 
street the worter was caught giving out 10

inclosed. More atténtion was paid te the 
Mayoralty thanto the Prosidentiai fightin those 
distriets, and all the other candidates were 
offered in trade for Grant and Hewitt votes, 
Congressman Fitch made @ grand run for re- 
election, and a number of Republicans threw in 
@ ballot for him because, as they said, they 
couldn’t help liking his fearless independence, 
The polling clerks workea wonderfuily well 
and could have received more ballots even in 
the Thirty-second Election District of the 
Twenty-second Agsseimmbly District, where 975 
of the 1,017 registered voters (all that putin an 
appearance) were taken care of. In the Secend 
Election Distriet of the Twenty-third Assem- 
bly District 570 of the 599 registered voters 
came to the polls and had their ballots taken in 
ample time, and in the Twenty-second Election 
District of the Twenty-second Assembly Dis- 
trict 590 sets of ballots were received.

SOME OF THE ARRESTS MADE. 
It was an unusually quiet day at Police 

Headquarters yesterday, for a day of a general 

election, and up to the time the polls closed not 

a single disturbance of any kind had been re- 

ported. Superintendent Murray had made 

ample preparations for preserving the peace. 

The Police Commissioners were at Headquarters 


all day filling vacancies in the ranks of inspect- . 


ors of election and poll clerks as they oc- 
curred, Twenty inspectors of election and 147 
poil clerks who failed to appear at the hour the 
polls opened were remeved and substitutes were 
appointed to iill their places. Commissioner 


MacLean was at the polling place of the Thirty- 
secend Election District of the Twenty-second 
Assembly District, In which district 1,017 


-voters had been registered, and where it was 


feared it would be impvasibie to receive the 
vote. The polls were opened promptiy at 6 
o’clock and the taking of votes proceeded He 
idly and quietly until the ocloso of the poll 
At 12:30 oe’ clock, 840 votes had been received. 
At 2 P, M. it waa reported that 915 ballots were 
in the boxes, and at 3:30 969 votes had been 
polled, and when the poiis closed at 4 P. M., 975 
votes had been reeeived. Inthe Fourteenth Elec- 
tion District of the Nineteenth Assembly District, 
where 699 votes were registered, 688 voters 
deposited their Rallots. Ia the Seventh Election 
Distriet of the Fifth Assembly Distriet there 
was an unfortunate delay caused by the non-ap- 
peraance of two of the inspectors, and there 
was adelay of two bours before the substitutes 
had been sworn inand appeared at the polls 
The district, however, is a smail one and there 
was nodeubt that there was ample time for all 
the voters in the district to deposit their ballets 
despite the delay in opening the polls. 

A sensation was created at Police Headquar- 
ters when a telegram was received, signed J. I. 
Davenpért, announcing that he had issued war- 
rants for the arrest of the entire Board of In- 
spectors in the Sixth Eleetion District of the 
Twentieth Assembly District because they had 
persistently refused the ballots of duly-quall 
tied and registered voters, who since registering 
had moved from one house to another in the 
same election district. He propor: to arrest 
them one atatime, and warned the Board of 
Police to be prepared to fill the vacaneies as 
£2000 as the arresis wére made. Commissioner 
MacLean at once telephened to the headquar- 
ters of the Wholesale Dry Goods Cleveland and 
Thurman Club that three or four members 
might be required to fill vacancies as inspeetors 
of election. Ina little while 50 members of the 
club came down in a body and volunteered 
their services if required, Meanwhile a tele- 
gram was sent over the police wires to Capt. 
Warts for that efficer to ascertain whether the 
inspectors in the districts named had been 
arrested. At5d o’clock an answer came back 
that the inspectors were all at work attending 
to the canvaés of the votes and had not been 
interfered with. Pelice Commissioner Voorhis 
sald last evening that he did not know who sent 
the dispatch threatening the arrest of the in- 
spectors, and there is @ possibility that the tele- 
gram was a forgery. 

United States Commissioner Shields and Deuel 
sat ail day yesterday in the Federal Building 
disposing of charges of illegal registration, 
From the examinations held, it would appear 
that a large percentage of the registry clerks 
are deaf and biind, for they heard and wrote in- 
correctly the names and addresses of large num- 
bera of citizens who, of course, could not 
be found at the wrong addresses given on the 
registry books. People who iive in corner 
houses which have an entrance on twe streets, 
and beatmen who attempted to vote in the dis- 
tricts where their beats were tied up, seem to 
have been the special victims of the registry 
clerks and supervisors. Comamiissioner Shields 
had 85 prisoners before him, held none, and 

aroled three. Commissioner Deuei examined 
BS prisoners and held a dozen. 

Patrick Sweeny,.an employe of the Govern- 
ment Printing Ottice at Washington, came here 
to vote and registered at 70 Broome-street, from 
which he had voted before. Hoe slept there 
some nights, but also slept at his sister’s house, 
Commissioner Deuel held that Sweeny had not 
&® permauent domicile. Sweeny when paroled 
voted, and was again taken before the Com- 
missioner, but as no fermal complaint was made 
he wae dlacharged. 

The following were held by Commissioner 
Deuel for ilegal registration: David C. 
Wallace, Nineteenth lection District of 
the Second Assemby District, 9 Doyer-street, 
in $500; James Fiunerol, Sixth Election of the 
Second Assembly District, 342 Water-street, in 
$500; Anthouy Kobe, Sixteenth Election of the 
Tenth Assembiy, 425 Sixth-street, $100; Marx 
Beck, First Election of the Tenth Assembly, 265 
Bowery, in $500; Jesé Rodriguez, Twenty-sev- 
enth Election of the. Fifth Assembly District, 
15% Bleecker-street, in $500; Frederick Diik- 
mann, I'wenty-fourth Election of the Second 
Assembly, 9 Mulborry-street, in $500; John Hen- 
nergan, intimidattng voters, in $1,000, and John 
McDonald in $100, 

Cowmussioner John L Davenport held a sort 
of star-chamber court in his private oftice en 
the third floor of the Holland, at Broadway 
and Fortleth-street. He was olosely watchod 
allday by Assistant United States District At- 
torney Greenwood, who had nominally been 
assigned to appear for the Government ia all 
cases that might be brougt up, Col. George 
Bliss was on hand to represent Republican in- 
terests and discuss nice legal points. Cemmis- 
sioner Davenport kept bis man Friday at the 
front door and the only reporters admitted were 
those representing the 7ribune and Press. The 
Commissioner’s special oificers were running 
in and out while the polls were open, and some 
of them manifest¢éd a malicious désire to 
make arrests. It was understood that they 
were atimulated by the report that each pris- 
oner wag oquivalent to $5. Arrests were made 
on the most trivial charges, as showr by the 
fact that all buat 10 0! the prisoners were dia- 
charged. John F. Berrigan, who keep a lodging 
house at 61 Thompson-sircet, was arrested by a 
Pinkerton man in the employ of the Republican 
National Committee, for advising some of the 
boarders to register snd vote when he knew 
that they had not; the} necessary qualifications. 
The prisoner was held iu $5,000 bail. 

Most of the cases before Commissioner Daven- 
port were of & frivolous charactor. Invariably 
the arrests were the result of meddling inter- 
ference by employes of the chief Republican 
supervisors or the fault of incompetent and 
atupid poll clerks. In severai precincts of the 
Tenth Assembly District there was a conflict of 
authority between Supervisor Davenport’s spe- 
cial officers and the United States Deputy Mar- 
shals of Gen. McMahon. The former wished to 
get into the polling places to challenge voters 
and were restrained. No blood was shed. The 
special officers clamored for warrants against 
their oppressors. 

The Commissioner's authority to make arrests 
was openly defieu in the Sixth Election District 
of the Twentieth Assembly District. He issued 
warrants for the arrest of all the inspecturs and 
supervisors because they refused toullow Ed- 
mun@ M. Joyce of 345 Eust Forty-second-street 
to vote wheh he was registered as 64 Prospect- 
place. Two special officers were detailed to 
make the arrests, but the accused men refused 
toaubmit. The apecial oflicers appealed to the 
haga on duty and he declined to interfere, 

he number of the policeman was taken and 
Col. Bliss said he would prefer a charge tu the 
Police Commissioners. 

United States Oommissioner Spooner held 
court yesterday in a Republican gampaign reom 
on One Hundred and Twenty-ti(th-street. Abeut 
40 people were arrested and breught before 
him on oParges of illegal votiug or registration, 
In almost every case the defendant proved to 
the satisfaction of the Commissioner that his 
arrest grew out of a mistake or his own or the 
inspectors earelessnéss. James Mills, Jr., who 
registered from 2,402 Fourth-avenue, was the 
only one held for further examination.

Sixty-one persons, 24 of whom were negroes,

Senator 
Gorman and B. B, Smalley of Vermont, who 
was visiting him, staid at the Fifth-Avenue 
and ’received messages every minute. At the 
St. James Hotel the Citizens’ Committee were 
1m sossion all day, and immediately investigated 
every charge of trickery. The charges were nu- 
merous, but} the investigations showed thatin 
most cases they were baseless. It was generally 
discovered upon leoking into the reports that 
they were greatly exaggerated. At both the 
Democratic National and State Headquartors 
pO impression was made by these reports of 
cutting of the national ticket. Senator Gor- 
man, Col, Brice, and Mr. Smalley felt confident 
of victory, and were not dismayed by canards. 
At the National Republican Headquarters 
Senator Quay smoked 22 cigars before 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon, he was se nervous. Col. Dud- 
ley aud Mr. Clarkson tried to compose him, but 
1t was of.ne use. He was worried about the suc- 
cess of his many schemes and could not keep 
still. He walked the rooms of the headquarters 
and gazed new and then at the grates in which 
smoldered the ashes of the secret correspond- 
ence of the National Republican Committee, 
burned on Monday ‘' beeause dead men toll no 
tales.” The Republican State Committee's 
rooms at the Fifth-Avenue were dismantled at 
an early,hour yesterday morning, and sirmaulta- 
neously it was announced that the bar of the 
hotel would be clesed during the day. This was 
a dreadful blow te Republican entiusiasm and 
every one premptly disappeared. A more quiet 
place than the Fifth-Avenue after the bar was 
closed it would be hard to find. The liveliest 
place up town during tho day was the St, James 
Hotel, where the Citizens’ Committee had their 
headquarters. 

With the exception of the Fifth-Avenue, all 
the up-tewn hotels were crowded during the 
day with wandering citizens, and so were the 
various headquarters. They could not get any 
hews, but they comforted themselves with pre- 
dicting the success of their favorite candidates, 
and that was seme comfort. Nobody seemed to 
have any business to attend to yesterday except 
politics, and they devoted their attention assid- 
nously to that fascinating subject. 

By the time the polls had closed,at4 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon,quite anumbeor ofthe Sachems 
had gathered in iiammany Halil. During the 
afternoon messengers came in from the varlous 
election districts te report the progress of the 
voting. Not nearly as much confidence was ex- 

ressed at Tammany Hail as was at the County 
Democracy Headquarters, in the Cooper Union. 
Justice Power was in a particulariy happy 
frame of mind over the reports already received. 
Tt was too early, he said, to make any positive 
claims, but every indication peinted to the re- 
election of Hewitt for Mayor.

GROWTH OF OUR MEXIOAN TRADE. 

Ciry oF Mrxico, Nov. 6.—Treasury De- 
partment statistics show the total exportations 
of the fiscal year ending June last to be 
$48.885,908, which is within a fraction of the 
exportations of the previous fiscal yoar. But 
the most remarkable fact is that the United 
States took 63 per cent. of the whole, while 
England and other European nations took only 
37 per cent. The United States took in the pre 
vious fiscal year 56 per ¢ent., showing that the 
trade between the two countries is growing 
with great rapidity. Three-quarters of all 
products other than presieus metals are sold in 
the United States, and that country is the main 
reliance of the Mexican farmers in their efforts 
to enlarge their market. Leading Germans 
here admit that the United States is absorbing 
the bulk of the Mexican trade, and this is why 
newspapers here published in the interests of 
the European trade so bitterly denounce the 
United States, for they see the commercial 
supremacy of the Europeans in the Mexican 
trade departing. This year all Custom Houses 
whence experts are made to the United States 
show heavy gains. 





A RELATIVE’S REVENGE. 
NEw-ORLEANS, Noy. 6.—Ou the morning 
of Jan. 1, this year, in the heat of a politieal 
campaign, while drinking in a barroom, the 
Hon. Patrick Mealey, Commissioner of Police 
and one of the ‘principal adherents of Gov.

One elevator oom- 
pany on the Manitoba that took in an average 
of 31,000 bushels per day the middle of the 
week, reveived only 15,000 bushels Saturday.

The present financial condition of the 
Papama Canal Company is shown by the 
desperate attempt of M. pr LEessEps to sell 
only 200,000 of the lottery bonds author- 
ized by the French Government out of the 
1,200,000 bonds remaining unsold. The 
face value of the bonds is $80, but they 
were originally offered at $72, and 800,000 
were taken. We showed some months ago 
that, while the sale of these had ap- 
parently brought $57.600,000 into the 
company’s treasury, the sum thus obtained 
that could be used in paying for work on 
the canal was comparatively small, for the 
net proceeds were reduced to $37,600,000 
by the exchange of old bonds, by the pay- 
ment of temporary loans, by the cost of ad- 
vertising and negotiation, and by interest 
then due. Moreover, the remainder, 
$37,600,000, was burdened by the 
company’s obligation to invest $24,- 
000,000 in Government funds as_ se- 
curity for the bondholders and prize 
winners, 60 that there seemed to be not 
more than $13,600,000 available for canal 
work. But the payments were to be made 
by the subscribers in installments, and our 
Paris correspondent reported on the 4th 
inst. that the payment of the second in- 
stallment had been delayed.

Count TELEKI’s discovery of another 
large lake in East Africa is an earnest that 
the Dark Continent still has geographical 
treasures to yield to the adventurous in 
spite of the extensive explorations of late 
years. The shape and area of this new 
* find” are not yet given, but its length is 
indicated to be nearly 200 miles, so that 
even if: proportionally as narrow as Tan- 
ganyika, it will be an important addition 
to the map of Africa. It lies in that region 
Wirectly south of Abyssinia of which so 
little is known, and its existence has long 
been insisted upon by natives. Count 
TELEKI reached the coast at Mombasa from 
the region of Lake Baringo, due north of 
which his discovery was made. Hence he 
probably traveled over a great part of the 
northerly route proposed by Mr. THOMSON 
for the rescue of EMIN Bey, which was»to 
start from Mombasa, go through the Masai 
country, pass Mount Kania and Lake 
Baringo, and then strike EmIn’s province 
at Foweira, Koro, or elsewhere. Count 
TELEKI apparently brings no news about 
EMIN or STANLEY, having been hundreds of 
miles east of where they are supposed to 
be; but he will perhaps be able to say 
whether this Masai route is as difficult and 
dangerous now aS many experts have 
thought it to be. 








THE ELECTION. 

At the hour of writing, the returns of the 
national election are not entirely conclu- 
sive. This State is very close, with the re- 
sult doubtful. The city of New-York gives 
CLEVELAND 55,000; Kings County gives 
him only about 12,500. The plurality in this 
city is less than had been looked for, but 
much nearer what it should be than that in 
Kings County. In New-York there has been 
a good deal of trading; in Brooklyn there 
has been extensive buying of votes; in the 
State outside of these two cities there has 
been enough knifing of CLEVELAND by the 
Hill men to complete the loss of the State. 
The margin is so narrow on so large a vote 
that it is plainthat New-York has not been, 
and could not be, carried by the Republic- 
ans on the merits of the issue between rev- 
enue reform and high protection. 

The incomplete returns from other States 
indicate that the Democrats have carried 
Connecticut, New-Jersey, and Indiana, and 
Illinois and Colorado are in doubt. If these 
two last-named States shall prove to have 
given their votes to Mr. CLEVELAND he 
will be elected without New-York. This is 
the situation at the. present writing on a 
careful and impartial analysis of thereturns. 
If it shall turn out that the returns, when 
complete, give the Presidency to Mr. Har- 
RISON, he may be happy; he can hardly be 
proud. Mr. CLEVELAND may, on the con- 
trary, regard that result with no loss of 
self-respect. He has, with courage and 
honesty, presented to his countrymen an 
issue of supreme importance. His party 
has loyally supported him. Had the 
country given its judgment against him 
on an honest canvass, it would be no cause 
for humiliation. But the canvass of the 
Republic ns has not been an honest one. It 
has been disgraceful. Appeals to prejudice 
of the most ignoble sort, intimidation 
of workingmen by their employers, mis- 


representation descending to forgery, 
and above all the lavish and un- 
scrupulous use of money in sums 


never before used in American politics— 
these and not reason or argument are what 
the protectionists have relied upon. “If 
these unworthy means have been resorted 
to in vain, and if, despite them, the coun- 
try has placed its government for another 
Presidential term under the guidance of 
Mr. CLEVELAND, then he will have only 
the approval he has honestly deserved. 








HILIL PROBABLY ELECTED. 

At the present writing the returns at 
hand indicate that Gov. HILL is re-elected 
by a very slender plurality. Whether this 
is the result of treachery to the natioual 
ticket on the part of his friends it is too 
soon to judge, for the evidence has not 
come to the surface. Itis likely, however, 
that some of his more reckless support- 
ers traded votes in his behalf as they 
had virtually threatened todo. ‘The large 
independent vote which was undoubtedly 
cast against him could hardly have been 
overcome by any other means. At the 
same tims the votes necessary to elect him 
came from Republican liquor dealers and 
those whom they could control. If it turns 
out that Hitt is to be retained in 
the Executive Chair of this State it will be 
beyond question that it was the liquor power 
that placed him there. Through that-he 
secured his nomination, and through that 
he will have secured his eleetion. It will 
show to what formidable proportions that 
power has grown in our politics and will ad- 
monish the people of the dangers involved 
in its control of legislation and political 
action.

GRANT FOR MAYOR. 

Hueu J. Grant, the Tammany candidate, 
has been elected to the office of Mayor of 
this city. This result was unquestionably 
brought about by the Republican organiza- 
tion and by those respectable Republican 
voters who allowed themselves to be 
blinded by partisanship or deluded into 
the idea that ERHARDT was put up to be 
elected and might be elected. Evidence is 
plentiful that a large part of the ‘*ma- 
chine” vote went to GRANT through trades 
on other local candidates or through the 
preference of the voters themselves. The 
machine leaders understood perfectly well 
that ERHARDT could not be elected and 
cared nothing for supporting him. On the 
other hand, they preferred the election of 
GRANT to that of Hewitt, knowing full 
well that it was their only chance of 
securing any share in the spoils. No doubt 
where they could gain anything for other 
candidates by trading on ERHARDT’S can- 
didacy they did so, but where that could 
not be done they gave votes to the Tam- 
many candidate from mere preference. 
This is precisely what was to be expected 
and what we predicted. 

On the other hand, the respectable: Re- 
publicans, who from every consideration of 
enlightened regard for the interests of the 
clty ought to have aided in the re-election of 
HEWITT, gave their votes by the thousands 
blindly to their party candidate. Not many 
could have been finally convinced that 
there was a chance of his election, but 
they were so carried away with party spirit 
that they voted for him merely because he 
was the candidate of their party. Their 
action was less creditable than that of the 
hordes of voters who do the bidding of 
the machine leaders with blind obedience be- 
cause of their superior claims to intelligence 
and judgment and the greater stake which 
they have in the good government of the city. 
Whatever may be the evil consequences of 
a restoration of Tammany rule in the city 
they will have to be attributed to the con- 
duct of the Republican organization and 
the so-called ‘* better class” of Republican 
voters. 

In justice to Tammany Hall it is to be 
said that there is no evidence that its lead- 
ing men sanctioned any trading oft of the 
Electoral vote to help their candidate for 
Mayor. So far as we can judge at this mo- 
ment they ‘‘ pulled straight,” though some 
of the underlings may have sold out the 
Electoral ticket. Tammany has of late 
been making loud claims to public virtue 
and through its candidate for Mayor it 
made very definite and positive promises of 
reform inconducting the municipal admin- 
istration. These pledges are likely to be 
put to the test, and there will bea very 
close watch and a severe scrutiny of the 
manner of fulfilling the promises. If Tam- 
many is such a regenerated body as it pre- 
tends to be it will have an opportunity of 
showing it in the next two years. The best 
that the citizens can dois to direct the full 
force of public sentiment upon its course 
and hold it to a rigorous accountability for 
the trust which it has secured to itself. 














THE HORSE SHOW. 


The crowd that filled Madison-Square 
Garden last night, in spite of the universal 
interest in the election, gave an impressive 
demonstration of the enlightened curiosity 
of the public concerning horses. Thisir terest 
is not only a manifestly growing but a con- 
tinually diversifying interest. Fifteen 
yéars ago a horse show in New-York would 
have been mainly an exhibition of trotters, 
and trotters are by no means the most im- 
pressive class of horses when in repose. 
There would at that time have been a few 
handsome matched teams, and perhaps a 
few heavy draught horses. . But none of 
the classes produced by an admixture of 
the blood of the thoroughbred would 
have been filled. On the other hand these 
classes, including hunters, hacks, and cay- 
riage horses, form perhaps the majority of 
the animals now on exhibition in Madison- 
Square Garden, and the performances of 
the hunters over hurdles constitute the 
most popular feature of the show. 

All thess classes have been developed, 
one may say, since the formation of the 
American Jockey Club and the opening of 
Jerome Park, not much more than twenty 
years ago. Until that time the thorough- 
bred horse had in the Northern States been 
considered exclusively as a thing to bet 
money upon. As there were no saddle 
horses, or so few as not to be worth reckon- 
ing, and as no demand existed for them 
which it would pay breeders to supply, 
they devoted their energies to the pro- 
duction of horses of all work, and 
those of them who undertook to raise 
“fancy” horses addicted themselves ex- 
clusively to trotters. Meanwhile the 
breeding of trotters has wonderfully ad- 
vanced. ln fact, in the days of Flora Tem- 
pleit cannot be said that there was any 
scientific breeding of trotters, for the pedi- 
gree of the- fastest animals was unknown 
ard unregarded. The development of the 
roadster, which is tothe trotter what the 
hailf-bréed hunter is to the thoroughbred 
race horse, has gone on quite as rapidly. 

It would scarcely have been profitable 
twenty-five years ago to collect from the 
whole country so magnificent a group of 
horses of their kind as appeared for judg- 
ment in thering last nightin the class of 
roadsters. While the only horses to the 
breeding of which any attention was given 
at that period have been thus improved, 
the horse show of 1888.would be a very in-

classes were not represented in it at all. The 
importation of Clydesdale and Norman horses 
is improving the American horse of all work 
so that he is already amuch larger, stouter 
and more useful animal than the draught 
horse of 1868, and in horses in which speed, 
lightness, and grace are sought the infusion 
of thoroughbred blood has done wonders. 
It has been shown by such horses as 
Iroquois and Fovhall that the English 
thoroughbred does not deteriorate, but, on 
the contrary, improyes by being trans- 
planted to American soil. There is no 
reason why our breeders should not return 
to Europe with interest the benefit which 
they have derived from it, nor why 
the United States should not within the 
next twenty years become the chief exporter 
among the nations of horses of a high class, 
as for the last twenty years it has been the 
chief importer. 











THEORIES OF COLORS. 


Since GOETHE puzzled his readers with 
atheory of colors which no man of science 
has indorsed, the effect of bright hues upon 
human beings, animals and plants has been 
studied to little profit. GorTneE held that 
there were only two pure colors, blue and 
Blue is 4 background devoid of 
color or light with the intermediate atmos- 
phere illuminated. Yellow is light seen 
through a thickened medium. Red is not 
a true color at all, but partakes of 
blue and yellow, and all the other 
parts of the chromatic scale are derived 
from these two. He would have fol- 
lowed with the utmost eagerness the 
experiments on which the once famous 
blue-glass craze was based. He would have 
found a remarkable bridge between his 
studies on the colors and those on the 
growth of plants could he have lived to 
hear the reports of the behavior of plants 
under glasses of different tints. The vol- 
ume on Blue Glass for invalids, written by 
Gen. PLEASONTON, would have found an 
earnest reader in GOETHE, and he would 
have been the last to join the round of 
laughter that went up at the time that 
amiable mania was in fashion. 

Though the claims of extreme partisans 
like Gen. PLEASONTON, with respect to the 
magical effects of blue or violet glass upon 
the growth of human beings, their health 
and spirits, can not be substantiated, it is 
very certain that colors do have some 
effect on plants and perhaps on animals. 
Experiments have not been accumulated 
in sufficient number to warrant any defi- 
nite rules whereby the influence of colors 
can be turned to practical account, but 
there seems a reasonable certainty that the 
growth of plants can’ be retarded or in- 
creased by the use of glass of different 
colors whenever statistics shall be collected 
in sufficient quantity to allow of generali- 
zation. As the behavior of the rootlets 
and tendrils of plants isin many respects 
like that of the nerves in animals and 
men, it was natural for sanguine souls 
to jump to the conclusion that a given 
kind of glass would exercise a good 
or bad influence on the nervous sys- 
tem of one who should submit to passing 
a@ great many hours of the day in a room lit 
by panes of that color. The sudden disap- 
pearance of the whim for blue glass points 
to disgust of many enthusiasts upon finding 
that if any influence exists that influence is 
not for good. The only place where blue or 
violet panes are now to be seen in any num- 
ber is Beacon-street, Boston, where the 
tinted glass is cherished with the greatest 
care, not tor its supposed hygienic qualities, 
but because it is held to be a badge of old 
family and of blood as blue as the sunbeam 
after it has suffered thereby a sea change. 
Perhaps it is this old glass in Boston houses 
which prevents the true Bostonian from 
seeing anything couleur de rose. 


If the influence of colors on human beings 
has come to be a joke, that does not prevent 
the idea springing up again with novel as- 
pects. The Scientific American reports from 
Italy most curious experiments in this line 
on the nerves of the sick and insane which 
will be of incalculable benefit to humanity 
if found to be permanent and available 
everywhere. Inthe hospital for insane at 
Allessandria special rooms are arranged 
with red or blue glass in the windows, and 
red or blue paint onthe walls. A violent 
patient is brought suddenly into a blueroom 
and left to the effects of that color on his 
nerves. One maniac was cured in an 
hour; another was at peace in his mind 
after passing a day in a room all violet. 

The red room is used for the commonest 
form of dementia—melancholy, usually ac- 
companied by a refusal to take food. After 
three hours in the red room a patient af- 
flicted in this way began to be cheerful and 
asked for food. The importance of a few 
general facts like these in the treatment of 
the insane is obvious, for there can be no 
question that many cases of lunacy are 
curable if a diversion can be made before 
the malady becomes inveterate. Thus a 
large proportion of cases that begin gently, 
and even many that have a violent start, 
may be cured quickly through the eyes. 
For incurable cases the colored rooms ought 
to be of constant benefit by making attacks 
milder. 

The philosophy of the phenomenon is of 
course a matter for speculation. Open air 
with sunlight often exerts a quieting effect 
on the insane; it may be that the colored 
panes have some analogy therewith. Or, 
it is suggested, the only factor is the sur- 
prise of the patient at a peculiar environ- 
ment. If there is no more in it than that 
the results will be slender compared with 
the effort made to effect the cure. But no 
one is likely to grudge a costly apparatus, 
even if it only serves to lighten for these 
unfortunates a little of that burden of 
despair which weighs them down.

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FREDERICK AND HIS FATHER. 


Berlin Dispaich to the London Daily News. 

The North German Gazeite publishss to- 
nightalong artizle dealing with the relations 
between the Emperor William I. and the Emperor 
Frederick. The wording of tne artiole is rather 
peeullar. Some passages are even clumsy, and, 
&lthough I hare read them several times, I cun- 
not find the real object which may have caused 
this article. Tne reason which is given in the 





feases to be directed agalost those democratic 
tendencies which are trying to taks advantace 
of the late Emperor Frederiok tor Darty pur- 
poses and to ore his name as aecver. The 
writer says thet the policy of father an‘ 
son in their iifetime was never in harmony. 
This wag the oase in nome polities, and still 
more so in fcreiga politios. The latter differ- 
ence of opinion would certaialy have mani- 
fested itself later if the Emperer Frederick 
had ijved longer. He had leanings toward 
England, tue Empsrer Wiliam toward Russia. 
Thess were only compatible while British and 
Russian poitcy were not divergent. It was 
therefere not to be wondered at that no com- 
a agreeinent existed between the Emperor 
William and his soa, and that therefore also no 
Mutual aod intimate exchange of opinion took 
pines berween them, After a review of the 
istory of the House of Hehoenzollerna, in which 
similar relations hetween the monarch and the 
helr apparent always existed, the writer pro- 
eeads te explain the political situation in 
1870-71. The daugsr was imminent that the 
neutral powers would interfere in favor of 
France, The political advisers of the then Crown 
Prince were not aware of such danger, and just 
as little did they recogaize the danyer &rising 
from thé vow empire nut being based upon an 
agreement of the Germanrulers, The advisers 
of the Crown Prince were not practical politi- 
cians, otherwise it would have been impossible 
to speak of using force against the German 
Princes and theirarmiesin Franos in case of the 
former refuaing to jein the North German Em- 
pire, which found a firm basis for its unity in 
voluntary co-operation. Had there been press- 
ure, the sonsequence would have been a latent 
civil war. Ali South Germany would have 
assumed the same hostile attitude that the 
Hanoverian Guelpks maintain. If even such 
an aot of violence had succeeded, the national 
development of the empire would never have 
resulted from it. The writer says thas all those 
adversaries of meuarchical influence who hoped 
to tind in the Emperor Frederick support for 
their ideas would have seen that they were 
mistaken had he lived longer. The duration of 
his reign would have convinced them that the 
Ewperor of Germany and King of Prussia 
could not reign with such principles as they im- 
uted to the then Crown Prinee, and that the 
atter when aseending the throne would soon 
have seen this. Perkaps the article is directed 
against the Liberals who in their electoral 
addresses refer to the Emperor Frederick as a 
supporter of their ideas. Perhaps it is only a 
supplement to the passage in Prince Bismarek’s 
report concerning the apprehensions felt by the 
Emperor William I. on account of his son’s 
attitude toward the English Court. In any case 
the meaning of the semt-official enunciation of 
Prince Bismarck’s organ is as yet rather ob- 
acure, and we must wait for the comments of 
the official press before we can fully under- 
stand it.

SWINDLERS IN FRANOE. 
Paris Dispatch to the London Standard. 

The swindler Prado, who, since his arrest, 
has been charged with the murder of Marie 
Aguetin, will, itis announced, be tried early in 
November. Before the examining magistrate 
he has confessed to being the author of numer- 
ous robberies and of breaches of confidence, but 
he will notadmit being guilty of the murder with 
which he is charged, though the evidence against 
him is very strong. Questioned the other day 
by the examining magistrate as to hie real 
natne, Prado reflected a moment, and then re- 
pitied tnat the truth was his mother had beer 
one of the ladies of honer ef Empress Eugénie, 
and that his faiher was Napeleon IIL 

Another great swindler, who can boastof hav- 
ing rivaled Aitmayer, bas just been arrested at 
Caen. In July, 1887, he had been captured by 
the pelice in Paris, and waa being condueted 
from the station to the examining magistrate’s 
ottice, when he effected his escape in the most 
daring mamner. Before being introduced he 
begged the twe soldiers who had obaree of him 
to permit him toeutera private place in tha 
Palais de Justice. The men waited, outside the 
door, but their prisoner not returning, they at 
length opened it and diseovered he had squeezed 
himself through the window and thus reached a 
ledge of projecting stevework. 

He had walked along it, passing in front of 
the windows of several offices full of people, who 
took him tobea gasman preparing for the 
illumination of the palace on the national féte. 
At length Valneuve, aa he then called himself, 
found the window of anempty room open. He 
entered it, and quickly descending the stairs 
Was soon in the street. 

Sinee this time he had, till the other day, 
baffled the police, though he continued making 
dupes wherever he went, anil committing large 
robberies. To give an idea of the extent of his 
malversations, it will be enough to say itis an 
established fact that, in less than two months, 
be spent £2.400. When arrested at Caen, where 
he had committed numerous robberies, he was 
going under the name vf Ceunt de Marsan, and 
itis uncertain whether his identity with Val- 
neuve would have been suxpected had it not 
heen that he attempted to escape from the 
police in a manner similar to that employea by 
Valneuve. 

While being taken to prisom he begged to be 
allowed to go to his room in the botel tu fetch 
something. The request was complied with, 
but he had bo sooner reached it than he got out 
of the window and tried to escape by the, roef. 
He was reeaptured when, by getting dewn a 
water pipe, he had imagined himself to be once 
more free. He was breught to Paris, and has 
been reeegnized as being meither Valneuve nor 
Count de Marsan, but Pierre Jeanolle. a maie- 
factor already comdemned to 10 years’ peual 
servitude. 


RUSSIAN PROJ&CTS IN SIBERIA. 
From the London Times. 

The attempt being made under English 
auspices to tap the trade of Siberia by the 
water reute of the Kara Sea and the Yoenisei 
has suggested to several Russian authorities in- 


terested in that province alternative schemes 
inteuded to retain for Russian merehanis ex- 
clusively the advantages that must accrue 
trom exploiting the immense natural resources 
of Siberia, A brief summary of these will not be 
devoid of practical interest. First among these 
autherities comes M. Sibiriakeff, who was 
eriginaliy an arient supporter of the water 
route from the north, but this idea he has 
now given up as_ chimerical. As tbe 
necessary censequence ke kas  beceme 
the exponent and champion of communication 
by land. M. Sibiriakolf claims to have disevv- 
ered in the Ural chain, between the basins of 
the Obi and Petchora, 2 pass 100 versts broad, 
which he has utilized for seme time for the car- 
riage of goods into the Petehora district. This 
route has not met with mucb favor from Rus- 
sian critics on account of its distance from the 
sea and for lecal reasons. A more favorable re- 
ception has been accorded to the scheme of M. 
Golokhvasteff, who has already obtained the 
necessary authority te make a preliminary sur- 
vey. This is based on the construction of a 
railway from the village of Obdorsk, on 
the Little Obi, proceeding in a westeru 
direction across the Ural at a height of about 
600 feet above the sea. It wou'd also cross the 
River Ussa, reaching the sea via the Tundra 
Boischozem*isk to the north of Belkow Noss. 
It is said that ne difficulty is to be encountered 
on the 400 versts ef this railroad, and that fuel 
is plentiful. On the other hand, the railway 
could ouly be worked for 150 days in the rear, 
but the advocates of this route estjmate that 
during that period 30,000,800 poods (1,080,000,- 
000 pounds) of merehandise sould be conveyed 
along it. The great difficulty is to find a suit- 
able port ou the Arctic Ocean. Expeditions ar 

to be sent out by the Russian Geographical &#& 
ciety next Spring with the view of making a 
suitable selection. 








THE LAST OF THE HUGH M’OULLOCR. 
From the Ballimore Sun, Nev. 5. 

The United States revenue marine steam- 

er Hugh MoCulloch, Capt. John ©, Mitchell, for 

the last seven years on the Charleston (8S. C.) sta- 


tion, arrived here yesterday morning and will 
await orders from the Treasury Department to 
put ber out of commission and permanently 
withdraw her from the Revenue arine Service. 
The McCulloch was built in Baltimore in 1864 
for the Navy Department and launched as the 
Mosswoed. At the eloseof the war she was 
transferred to the Treasury Department, when 
her name was charged to the present one, in 
honor of the Secretary of the Treasury of that 
name. Twelve years ago she was remodeled 
and rebuilt, and seven years since 
she was repaired in Baltimore, when her 
present commander took her to the Charles- 
ton station, At the close of a quarter of a cest- 
ury of ihe boat’s life Capt. ltchell returna 
her to the place of her birth as no longer fit for 
service. She will probably be put up forsale 
and knocked aown to some junk dealer. The 
MeCullech is 185 tons register; length ever all, 
129.5; breadth of beam, 20 feet, and depth of 
hoid 9 feet Zinohes. The MeCulleeh will be re- 

laced by a new iron steamer, which the last 
Fongress authorized. The new boat iste be 
397 tens displacement, 145 feet 3_ inehes over 
all; length between rabbets at load line, 133 feet 
6 inches; breadth ef beam molded, 24 feet; 
depth of hold, 12 feet 3 inches, and draught 12 
feet 3inehes. Her rig will be that of a fore-and- 
afteehooner. Tne engine wili be designed by 
Mr. Emery, th eoensulting engineer of the 
Treasury Department. 








THE TEST OF HIGH LICENSE.

license law. It declares that as a restrictive 
agency high license is very effective for good, 
and gives figures to show what it hasdene.

IT WAS A CAMPAIGN TRAP 
THE CORRESPONDENCE IN 


THE MURCHISON OASE. 

SACKVILLE WEST TELLS SALISBURY! IT 
WaS A TRICK OF THE REPUBLI- 
CAN NATIONAL COMMITTEE. 

Lonpon, Nov. 6.—The papers in the Sack- 
ville case were made public this evening. The 
first is a letter frem Lord Salisbury to Lord 
Sackville and is dated Oct. 27. It is as follows: 

“Mr. Phelps, who 1s stuying at my house, in- 
forms me that Mr. Bayard’s request for your 
recailis not based upon the letter to Murchi- 
son, but upon a newspaper interview. I replied 
that I was glad that it was not true that the 
request was due to the writing of the letter. 
which was made public only by a betrayal of 
confidence, and it was bardly practicable to lay 
down the principle that a diplomatic represent- 
ative sheuld be prohibited from expressing, 
ever privately, any opinion upen events Dusa- 
ingin the courtry to which be is accredited. 
The language ef an interview Is different. You 
must be taken as having intendea it fer pubii- 
cation. Before admitting the need for a recall, 
I was bound in justice to you, to know exactly 
What the alleged objectionable language was. 
I therefore asked Mr, Phelps for a eopy of the 
interview in order to ascertain trom you 
whether you had been accurately reported, and 
I told him that I would then bring the matter 
befere my colleagues. Mr. Pheips replied that 
he had not received the text of the interview, 
but would take steps to procure it. It was cen- 
sequently understood that until the copy was 
received there sbould be n0 answer to the re- 
quest for your recall.’”’ 

On October 28 Lord Sackville sent the fol- 
lowing communication to Lord Salisbury: 

“ The letter was a political Republican plot. 
I have mailed an explanation, The plot was 
due to the approaching election. If-my reeall 
is demanded, I beg to oxpress deep regret at 
what has eccurred.” 

On the 30th Lerd Sackville cabled that he had 
reoeived a passport. 

On the 3lst Mr. Phelps informed Lord Salis- 
bury that the United States Goverament had 
given Lord Sackville a passpert, and added 
that President Cleveland hoped that another 
Minister would be sent to Washington. 

On the same day Lord Sackville sent the fol- 
lowing dispatch to Lord Salisbury: 

““T beg tu repudiate Mr. Eayard’s statement of 
the reasons for my dismissal as an unjust at- 
tack on my integrity.” 

Lord Salisbury at once sent the following re- 


ply: 

“ Place Mr. Herbert, as senior Secretary on 
the spot, in charge of the legation.” 

On Nov. 1 Lori Salisbury, in a cemmunication 
to Mr. Phelps, referred to his promise to furnish 
him with a copy of the Suekville interview, and 
informed him that as he had ne further infor- 
mation as te what Lord Sackville’s statements 
contained, or to whem they were made, he was 
unable to form any judgment upon the censid- 
erations which dietated the request for the re- 
call or the forwarding of a passport. 

Te this, on the next day, Mr. Phelps made re- 
ply as follews: : 

“Our recollection of what passed in the con- 
vention we had on Saturday differsslightly in one 
particular. It was not intended that the letter 
should have ne part in the reasons for the re- 
quest for the recall of Lord Sackville. I aid say 
that the Minister’s rémarks in the published in- 
terview were the principal reason. I am stili 
without a copy of the imterview. I have sent to 
Mr. Bayard acopy of your Lordship’s note re- 
questing full details of the language and cir- 
cumstances.” 

A letter written by Lord Saekville on Oot. 26. 
was received by Lord Salisbury on the 4th inst. 
It incloses the Murchison letter and his reply to 
it. Hesays: “I have certain information that 
the Murchison letter was fictitious, and was con- 
cocted by a well-known firm in coujunctien 
with the Republican Committees in New-York. 
It was sent frem Southern Caiifornia to prevent 
—— Mr. Bayard, whom I saw to-day, 
said he regretted the incident +ery much. He 
accepted my disclaimer of any thought or in- 
tention to interfere with the domestic pelicy of 
the country. He said it was a campaign trap, 
but he frankly told me I had been indisereet. 1 
expressed my deep regret, and Mr. Bayard as- 
sured me he bore me no ill-will.” 


PARLIAMENT IN SESSION. 

LONDON, Nov. 6.—Parliament re-assem- 
bled to-day. Inthe Heuse of Lords Lord Salis- 
bury stated, in response’ to arg inquiry,. that 
papers relating to the Sackville affair weuld be 
issued by the Government to-morrow. In the 
meantime he would reserve his statement in re- 
gard to the affair. Lord Salisbury said that 
Germany had invited England te co-cperate 
with her in the work ef preventirg more effest- 
ively the exportation of slaves from and the 
importation of arms to East Africa Eng- 
lund had promised to aid in the work, as it was 
in accordanee with hor traditional policy. The 
proposed measures would be effected by a naval 
force, and nota military one. France had also 
agreed to render assistance and would send a 
man-of-war to co-operate with the German and 
English vessels in a Dioekade sgainst slave and 
arms bearing vessels. Ine vessels forming the 
bieckade would have the rights to seareh vessels 
under any flag.

LONDON, Nov. 6.—The Parnell Commission 
met again te-day. Mr. Parnell was present. 
The first witness ealled was Mr. Ives, a New- 


York correspondent, who testified that he ob- 
tained an interview with Mr. Parnell, which 
was published on Jan. 2, 1880. Several wit- 
nesses gave testimony in relation to outrages. 


EDINBURGH, Nov. 6.—In the case of Mr. 
Parnell against the /imes, Judge Kinnear to-day 
announeed his deeision on th question of juris- 
diction raised by the Times’s counsel. The Judge 
ruled that the court had jurisdiction in the case. 


DuBLIN, Nov. 6.—The Freeman’s Journal 
asserts that all the dynamiters in prison in the 
United Kingdom have been approached by 
emissaries of the /imes, who informed them 
that the Government would grant them liberty 
if they would give testimony for the ‘tnmes be- 
fore the Parnell Commission. The prisoners re- 
fused to accept freedom at such a price.

THE RESULT IN BROOKLYN 


A LARGE FALLING OFF IN 
CLEVELAND'S VOTE. 
HILL RUNS AHEAD OF THE NATIONAL 
TICKET IN KINGS COUNTY—THE VOTE 
IN DETAIL. 

Notwithstanding the widespread reports 
to the contrary and the wholesale issue of 
warrants for the arrest of illegal voters yes- 
terday’s election in King’s County passed 
off without unusual excitement. Only a 
dozen arrests for colonization were made, 
not more than are made in ordinary years 
when theo issue has been merely a local one. 
The prisoners were nearly al! negroes, and 
were bailed by wealthy Republicans who 
were in.waiting at the General Committee 
Headquarters. ; ; 

The day was generally observed as a 
holiday by the local business houses, and 
Fulton-street was almost deserted after 10 
o'clock. All the theatres had special mat- 
inées, and an unusually large number of 
ladies were in the streets. 

The large majority of the total vote was 
cast before noon. The threatening weather 
was responsible for this, and the ward 
workers reported that such early voting 
was largely Republican. At the head- 
quarters of the Republicans the most en- 
couraging reports were received in regard 





to the national and State tickets. Re- 
ports of this nature meant that 
the Democratic plurality was being 


kept down to small figures. There was no 
doubt that the local Democratic ticket was 
elected, but the majority tor it was not 
large. In the Assembly districts the Demo- 
crats held their own, while the Republicans 
lost nothing. 

The kid-glove element in Kings County 
through wuose support Grover Cleveland 
obtained a plurality of nearly 16,000 four 
years ago, refused to vote for him yester- 
day, and by their desertion pulled his plu- 
rality down to 12,157. In the solid old 
Democratic Wards like the Second, Fourth, 
Fifth, Sixth, Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, Twelfth, 
and Fourteenth he obtained increased plu- 
ralities, but in the First, Seventh, Six- 
teenth, Eighteenth, Twenty-third, and 
Twenty-fifth he lost heavily. He held his 
own in all the county town except Graves- 
end, where the treachery of John Y. Mc- 
Kane turned the Democratic plurality of 
372, obtained four years ago, to a Ke- 
publican plurality of 433. McKane’s 
partner, Cornelius Furgueson, in New- 
Utrecht supported the Democratic ticket all 
the way through. From the returns re- 
ceived at midnight Hill wasrunning behind 
his ticket slightly, but not enough to war- 
rant the assertion that he had been cut to 
help President Cleveland. . 

The local tight resulted in the election of 
the Democratic candidates for Register, 
County Clerk, Auditor, and Controller. 
The successful Congressmen were Camp- 
bell (Dem.) in the Second, Wallace (Rep.) 1n 
the Third, Clancy (Dem.) in the Fourth, 
Magner (Dem.)in the Fifth. Mr. Coombs, 
the Independent candidate in the Third 
District, was beaten by about 2,500. Mag- 
ner, who was nominated in place of the de- 
ae Bliss in the Fifth, won easily by ove 
2,000. >

CLEVELAND GETS HER’ ELECTORAL 
VOTE—CLEAN SWEEP FOR DEMOCRATS. 
TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 6.—New-Jersey 
promises at 2 o’clock this morning on returns 
here from one-third of the State to return the 
Cleveland Electoral ticket by about 5,000 plu- 
rality. Thee Democratic Congressmen have 
been elected: Gcissenbainer over Kean in the 
Third District, Fowler, over his Democratic 
opponent, Roe, and Vorhees, the Republican 
candidate, in the Fourth, and McAaoo over 
Collins ine the Seventh. The Republicans 
eleet as Congressmen Bergen over Brindle in 
the First District, Buchanan over Beasley in the 


Second, Beekwith over Hoagland in the Fifth, 
and probably Lelbbach over Haines in the Sixth. 
The Legislature isindoubt, but the majority 
on joint bailot is thought likely to be not more 
than three or five either way, with the chances 
in favor of the Democrats. 

The lesson of the election so faras New-Jer- 
sey is concorned shows that even in a State 
notably well supplied with nighly-protected in- 





dusties the free trade scare did not 
work. “Returns were unaccountably slow 
to-night, but when they began to come 


in the delay explained itself, for district issues 
Were recognized and fought out with the 
Electoral and jegislative tickets, and there was 
seneral seratching and substitution because of 
the liqnor issue which the saloon men succeeded 
in making uppermost in State affairs. LEvery- 
thing at first seemed to wait on Mercer County, 
which includes ‘lrenton, and loug before they 
were complete reporis of ‘majorities began 
to come in from distant counties and 
trom other States. Accordingly partisans on 
elther side wero alternately elated and de- 
pressed, and it was not until mianight that any- 
thing tangible could be obtained abeut the con- 
testin the State, excepi the gonerally admitted 
fact thai 1t had stood by the Democratic colors 


by quite as largo a _ plurality as 
that of 1854, when it was 4,412. Average 
estimates conceded it to Cleveland by 


at least 5,000. This conclusion was in part 
helped by scattering returns from the Assembly 
districts, but: lumping such returns and com- 
parivg them with the Electoral vote hardly 
justified any otber opinion than that the 
liquur issue had beeu worked by the saloon men 
With surpassinz industry. When Trenton elect- 
ed a Demoerat in a Republican district 
and Burlington followed suit little was thought 
of the significance, but reports of sweeping 
gains of 5 Assembiymen in Newark in place 
of ¥ Republieaus and 2 Democrats last year, 
and that Jersey City had returned 9 Dem- 
ocratic Assemvlymen out of 10 in place 
of 5 to 5, it was at once seen that the 
liquor men had bent all theirenergies to captur- 
ing the Assembly, letting everythniag else take 
pot luck. Normal conditions appear accordipg- 
ly to have ruled in the E£lectoral and Congres- 
si0nal contest. The Prohibition vote, so far as 
reported here, was hardly worth counting.

OF TWENTY-EIGHT CONGRESSMEN. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Nov. 6.—Pennsyl- 
vania has given a tremendous Republican ma- 
jority, it being placed at midnight, from official 
figures and reasonable estimates, at at least 
80,000. State Chairman Cooper, who had here- 
tofore not given out any figures during 
this campaign, even to his closest friends, 
announced this afternoon that Harrison's 
pore pect should not be much less than 60,000, 
and predicted that it would more likely exceed 
that figure. He now claims 90,000 majority for 
Harrison. Democratic State Chairman Kisner, 
who has conducted a still hunt during the 
entire campaign and flooded the Stats 
with tariff reform literature, at no time 
has attempted to give any figures, and 
declined to do so last uight before he left for 
his home up the country. Tho certainty in this 
city that the State would go for Harrison and 
the absence of any determined efforts 
to change the existing Congréssional 
delegation. has made the local cana- 
vasa an exceedingly tame one, Bingham 
O'Neill, Kelloy, and Harmer, the Republican 
four, have about the usual majorities, with the 
exception of Harmer, who had’ Herwig, the 
labor leader, as an antagonist, with the powerful 
backing of the Democratic organization and the 
earnest, as well as tinancial, support of Editor 
William M. Singerly of the Record.

He was only recently 
released from Sing Sing, und he waa arrested 
once before for shooting a man, who refused 
afterward to proseoute him. Late last night 
Harrington died.

HE AND MRS. CLEVELAND RECEIVE 
NEWS AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—Intense excite- 
ment prevails in all sections of the city to-night. 
Great crowds surronnd every bulletin board, and 
the newspaper bureaus are packed with men 
eager to get the latest news. The apparent 
closeness of the vote in New-York, according to 
the returns received up to nearly midnight, has 
kept the town in a ferment, and beth Republic- 
ans and Democrats are howling like so many 
maniacs, Both sides, of course, claim the elec- 
tion, and more money has been wagered on the 
result during the Jast 12 hours than during the 
preceding morth. In the afterneon odds of 
$100 to $75 were freely offered by Cleveland 
mon, but to-night the bets have been mainly on 
ever terms, and some enthusiastic Republicans 
have offered odds on Harrison. 

President Cleveland haa svent the day quietly 
in the library of the White House, where the 
Associated Press returns have been received 
over the regular wire running into the Execu- 
tive Mansiep. Mrs. Cleveland is spending the 
evening with the President, and with her are 
Mrs. Folsom, Secretary and Mrs, Whitney, who 
returned from New-York to-night, Mrs. Endi- 
cott, and one or two other personal friends. 
Hosts of special messages from Democratic 
leaders all over the country, and especially 
from New-Yerk, are pouring into the White 
House. Thoir contents are declared to be of a 
cheering character, and Mr. Cleveland is cer- 
tainly the least excited man in Washington to- 
night. Along Newspaper-row, where the crowds 
are greatest, the returns are generally regarded 
as indisating the election of Narrison, and itis 
astonishing how many Republicans have been 
developed among Washingtonians since dark. 











A CRASH ON THE TRACK. 

Two trains on the Brooklyn Union Ele- 
vated Railroad came in eollision last night at 
the crossing of the newly-epened branch with 
the main road at Myrtle and Hudson avenues, 
cemplotely wrecking one engine, seriously, per- 
haps fatally, injuring one fireman, and block- 
ading the traffic for several hours. The train 
on the main track. was bound for the bridge, and, 
a@s usual at this point, was going at a high 
rate of speed; the other train was bound 
from the bridge to the Long Island Railroad 
Station and was also under good headway. The 
crossing is out of sight of the enxineers, being 
copvoealed by high buildings, and the engineers 
were dependent entirely upon the signals, of 
which there was elaborate profusion, but they 
seem to have been out of order or misplaced, 
and indicated to both engineers that the track 
was clear. One ofthe engines hung in a dan- 
gerous position over the elevated structure and 
had to be broken up to be removed. Fortunate- 
ly none of the passengers sustained serious in- 
jury, although they were all subjected to a great 
shaking up.

Princeton won the toss and elected to take the 
western ond of the field; With cheers frem the 
supporters of each team the game began. The 
ball was “dripbled” by George to Hodge, who 
passed it to Ames, Tho latter made arush for 
the Wesleyan «eal, but the ball was wrested 
from him and passea to Slayback, who made a 
gallant éffert to get it up the fieid.. He only got 
10 yards, however, when one of Priuceton’s. 
brawpy sous Caught him round the watet. There 
wae a ftussie, a yell, and then a confused mass 
of stragziing humanity on the ground. The ball 
caine out of the scrimmage unhurt; some of the 
strugglers for it did not. The ball was “ down” 
and Princeton advanced five yards at a tithe 
uutil the ball got within dangérous distance of 
Wesieéyan’s goal. Then the Wesleyans braced 
up, captured thé ball, and sent it up the tied, 
So the Dattle waged with varying suecess. 
After more than 15 minutes hard work Bovaird 
of Princeton got a touch-down. Amés failed te 
make the géal, but Princeton nevertheless 
scored 4 points. Channing next got a touch- 
dewn for Princeton, and again Ames missed, 
Score, 8 to 0. 

Following this Boviard sécured two touch-

Channing was within 
15 yards of the goal when the referes shouted 
‘“‘Time™ to Princcten’s chagrin and Wealeyan’s 
gies. It was a wonderful run, one of the iinest 
seen In @ championship gamesince Lamar made 
his famous run at Yale a few yeara age in the 
Yale-Prineeton game. The first half of the 
game ended 20 to 0 in Princeton's favor. 

In the second half of the game the most not- 
able event was Heath of Wesleyan crawling on 
his hands and knees between the legs of the 
Princeton men a distance of several yards and 
making atouch-down, It was disallowed, how- 
ever, on & protest by Princeton that Wesleyan 
had “interfered.” In the secovd half Princeton 
made two goals and three touch-downs—a total 
of 24. The game consequently resulted in a 
victory for Princeton by a score of 44 to 0.

THE ELECTION EXCITEMENT DID NOT 
INTERFERE WITH THE ATTENDANOE 
YESTERDAY—PRIZES AWARDED. 

The wealth and fashion of New-York 
¢urned out in ful) force at the Horse Show yes- 

| terday both tn the afternoon and evening. The 

- eleetion excitement apparently had no effect on 
the attendance, for there appeared every where 
the familiar faces of men prominent tn business, 
social, and racing circles. This notable assem- 
blage was skirted by adelegation of bookmakers 
and professional sperting men, but these were 
only an insignificant minority. 

The number ef ladies and children present 
was vory large and the handsome dresses of the 
yormer and the glad faces of the latter lent a 
brightness to Madison-Square Garden that it 
does not often enjoy. Everybody wae inter- 
ested in the exhibition and the way the ponies 
were petted must have have been very 
monotonous to the equine lilliputs. Some of 


them resented the undue familiarity by kicking 
eut vigorously although ineftectually. The 
ladies were not the least afraid of the horses 
and boldly invaded the boxes. They did not 
hesitate to request the grooms to remove the 
biankets,and when this was done they discussed 
. the several points of the horses with an earnest- 
ness and wisdom that were qnite entertaining 
te the masculins lookere-on. Mr. A.J. Cassatt’s 
’ prize winner, Ben d’Or, came in for a large 
share of this favor, while Mr. C. J. Hamiin’s 
beautiful stallion, Mambrino King, was never 
without an admiring crowd abont hia box. The 

Jadies were most enthusiastic, and evinced the 

liveliest interest in the resultof the contests. 

They were quick to make selections as to prob- 

able winners, and they applauded their favor- 

ites most vigorously. If the judges agreed with 
them they attested their satisfaction by clap- 
ping their hands and sometimes shouting; if 
the contrary wastrue they either sat in omi- 
nous silence or openly hissed the decision. But 
the latter was only a momentary display of 
displeasure. The next class made them forget 
their disappeintment by the interest in its re- 
sult. The diversity of opinion as to the justice 
of the awards was hot confined to the ladies by 
any means. Men whe knew all about horses 

criticised the aeoisions, and there Was not a 

little bitterness dispiayed by the unsuccessful 

competitors. It amounted to nothing more than 
grumbling, however.

Racing Association, who talked of the excellent 
condition of The Bard and Eurns; Mr. James H. 
Galway, the master of Preakness, who was all 
emiles and good nature; Mr. August Be!mont, 
who was conspicuous in the tan bark inclosure; 
Mr. J. H. Bradford, Mr. John Hoey, Col Saunders 
D. Bruce, Mr. John Db. Cheever, Mr. Hermann 
Oelriehs, Mr. James R. Keene, Mr. Frank Work, 
Mr. Wilitam K. Vanderbilt, the Rev. Dr. May- 
nard, Mr. Geerge Work, Dr. T. 8. Rebertson, Mr. 
Cc. J. Hamlin, Mr. and Mrs. Cornelius Fellows, 
Mr. G. Creighton Webv. Mr. and Mrs. 8. 8.

Morgen. In the evening vbe ciubs turned outa 
full delegation and the prevaience of dress suits 
gave the Garden the sembiance of some full- 
dress affair. 

Tne day began with a general exercise of all 
horses in the ring and was followed by an ex- 
hibition of sa#dle and harness horses that were 
for sale. This bronght the time to high noon 
when ponies under saddle were judged. The 
entries numbered nine and the prize was 
awarded ito Mrs. Prescott Lawrence’s pretty 
brown mare Racket. Then came the pony 
stallions and Shetiand brood mares. The first 
class, which was for 4-year-olds not to exceed 
14 hande high, brought out such a poor lot that 
the judges refused to award first, secend, or 
third prize, and contented themselves with 
giving a high commendation to James R. Ever- 
all’s Koik, Jr. The Shetland stallions showed 
to better advartage, and after due deliberation 
the first prize was awarded to the Rancocas 
Stock Farm’s skewbald Montreal. The winner 
among the Shetland brood wares was the Ran- 
cocas Stock Farm's Sweet Home, a pretty pie- 
bald matron that accepted the honor with be- 
coming dignity. 

After the recess the trotters had their innings 
ard the entries were 80 numerous and the quali- 
ty so fine that the judges were puzzjed and con- 
purced time to a tiresome degreein making up 
their minds. The first class judged was for stall- 
fous 3 years old and under 4. The prize 
vae finally awarded to Elizur Smith’s Nominee, 
rithough @ majority of the spectatora thought 
that the second winner, ©. J. Hamlin’s Almont 
Hisro, should have been first. The trotters, 
shown to harness or wagon, produced another 
clase contest, but <A. LBL. Darling’s Star- 
jetta finally carried off the blue ribbon. 
in this exhibition the wagon to which 
James A. Bariley’s J. B. Thomas was hitched 
broke down, and serious consequenees were 
averted only by the coolness and skill of Mr. 
William Weeks, who drove the horse. Only four 
couching stallions were shown in their class, and 
the judges did not waste much time on them 
because of the superiority of Archibald Wilson's 
imported The Swell, a maguificent light bay. 
The French horse, Drap @’Or, attracted much 
attention in this Class, but bad to be content 
with the red ribbon. The judging of carriage 
horses brought out 18 cuoutestants and an ele- 
gant display of traps. It was the feature of 
the day, and Mr. F. T, Underhill was justly 
prond that his Go Banz was the victor. The 
other classes were ponies in harness, saddle 
horses, stallion cobs, hunters, standard-bred 
roadsters, cobs under saddie, stallions for 
xetting hunters, and green hunters.

WITH NO ARMS ON BOARD. 
Smeaton 
THE SAGINAW CARRIES NO HELP TO 
HAYTIAN INSURGENTS. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
Clyde Line steamship Saginaw, which cleared 
from this port Monday for San Dimingo,did not, 
as was yesterday reported, have on board any 
contraband goods for Hayti or forany other 
port. 

At the office of the Clyde Line, 35 Broadway, 
an official of the line said yesterday: ‘*The 
Saginaw left port at 9:30 in the morming on a 
favorable tide. She has recently been brought 
from Philadelphia, where ske has been for some 
time undergoing thorough repair. Her com- 


passes are entirely new, and it was necessary to 
adjust thent very accurately, else it woud 
be dangerous work navigating the waters 
in the vicinity of San Domingo. This kind of 
work must be done in the day time, otherwise 
the vessel might have remained at her pier un- 
til the 5 o’clock tide. Her papers had not yet 
been prepared by the Dominican Censul aud 
were sent out to ber later in atug boat, together 
with a quantity of packages for passengers. <A 
number ef persons also went on the tug te see 
the vessel eff, this being the first trip since she had 
been repaired, Not only does the steamer con- 
tain no contraband goods for Hayti, but she will 
not even stop there. The Haytian Consul, Mr. 
Bassett, laughs at the atery as ridiculous, and I 
say positively that itis absolutely false and has 
been nanufactured eut of whole cloth.” 

Robert Raymond, one of the owners of the 
tugboat Daizell, which carried the Dominican 
consulate panera out te the steamer, said there 
could be no truth in the story, that he knows 
positively that ne such freight was taken aboard 
his tug, and says that it would have been im- 
possible to load heavy cannon aboard a ateamer 
at Sandy Hook on Saturday. His tug, he says, 
carried nothing but perfeetly legitimate goods, 
and he understood that the Saginaw would not 
even touch at Hayti, but would sail direct 
for Turk’s Island and frem there to Puerto 
Plata in San Domingo. W. Healy, one of the 
othieials of the Clyde Line at Pier 29 East River, 
said that the Saginaw had taken no freight for 
Hayti and would not touch there. ‘ We re- 
ceived considerable freight for Hayti,” said he, 
** but heard of Haytian hlockades and commni- 
cated with Secretary Bayard, asking advice. 
We were furnished with au accurate account of 
the situation and immediately stopped re- 
celving freight for Hayti.” 

The dock at Pier 15, from whence the Saginaw 
cleared, contains a large quantity of general 
mnerchandise marked for Hayti, which was vot 
taken On account of the determination not to 
touch at any portin that couhttry. Mr. William 
Hand of Philadelphia, who came on te adjust 
the compasses of the Saginaw, does all of that 
work for the Clyde steamers, the officials say, 
and there was nothing surprising that he shoulda 
have heen the one to send out to the steamer to 
do the work. Mr. Hand left Saturday evening 
for Philadelphia. 


THEOLOGICAL STUDENTS VOTE. 

Forty-one of the forty-six students of the 
Union Theological Seminary who registered in 
the Twenty-first Election District of the Twen- 
ty-first Assembly District marched to the poll- 
ing place yesterday in groups of 10 and depos- 
ited their ballots. As each student stepped 
forward and gave his name he was challenged, 
but upon the customary questions and swearing 
in hie vote his ballot was accepted. Contrary 
to general expectations, none of the students 
were arrested. At an carly hour Frank H. 
Smith, one of the students, visited the 
polling place and attempted to vote. 
He was threatened with arrest if ho 
swore his vote in, and concluded to 
postpone voting until he could secure evidence 
of the fact that his legal residence was at 51 
East Sixty-ninth-street, the number of the col- 
lege. He returned after breakfast with a college 
pamphlet which showed that ho was the enly 
one Of all the students registered whose address 
was given therein as 51 East Sixty-ninth-street, 
This proof satisfied the inspectors and he was 
allowed to vote. The tive students who did not 
vote disclaim any timidity in the matter, ex- 
pDlaining that they did not wish to take any 
chances in having their studies interrupted by 
& possible arrest and subsequent legal proceed- 
ings. As for the others, they say that they had 
fully determined to swear their votes in and 
stand the consequences.
